SECTION  C.  Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Ares. 


A complete  overhaul  of  the  Council’s  Sewage  Disposal  Works 
has  been  carried  out  -nd  all  defective  fittings  renewed. 

Repairs  h^.ve  also  been  carried  out  to  the  ejectors  taking  the 
sewage  from  the  South  Beach. 

A fortnightly  collection  of  house  refuse  has  been 
maintained.  Owing  to  difficulty  in  the  replacement  of  defective 
bins  accumulations  of  refuse  resulted  in  several  cases.  These 
have  been  cleared,  House  refuse  was  incinerated  in  the  destruc- 
tor at  the  Waterworks  up  to  October  1945.  Owing  to  the 
unsatisfactory  condition  of  the  destructor  its  use  was 
discontinued  after  that  date  and  refuse  was  disposed  of  by 
controlled  tipping  on  the  field  adjacent  to  the  Sewage  Disposal 
Works . 


The  public  water  supply  has  been  maintained  in  an 
efficient  manner  and  the  water  has  been  chlorinated.  Samples 
have  been  submitted  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  analysis 
and  these  have  proved  satisfactory.  Arrangements  are  well 
advanced  for  the  electrification  of  the  pumping  plant. 

SECTION  D.  Housing. 

Several  of  the  houses  released  from  Military  Requisition 
have  been  taken  over  by  the  Council.  Schedules  of  repair  have 
been  drawn  up,  and  in  a number  of  cases  the  work  has  been 
carried  out  and  the  houses  occupied.

Milk  Supply.  During  the  year  the  single  producer  in  the 
Urban  Area  has  given  up  his  business. 

Meat  .^nd  Other  Foods.  Numerous  inspections  of  premises 
where  foodstuffs  are  prepared  and  sold  hn.ve  been  carried  out. 
Condemnation  of  foodstuffs  unfit  for  human  consumption  has 
included  a quantity  of  tinned  foods,  cheese,  meat  and  fish.
